Was opened for the reception of pupils on the 16th of September, 1860. The school 
was full to its utmost capacity the first session, some ninety boarding and forty day 
scholars being in attendance. It was at once thoroughly organized and has been in 
successful operation ever since. 

THE LOCATION OF THE SCHOOL. 

Is one of the most desirable that could be selected. “ The village of West Brattle- 
boro' is a gem, as it were, amid mountain settings," easily accessible, yet suffi¬ 
ciently retired. As to the healthfulness of the location, it will be sufficient to say, 
during the eight years the school has been in operation, with a family of some one 
hundred pupils and teachers, only one death has occurred among them, in the Sem¬ 
inary, nor have there been any other very severe cases of sickness. During eight 
months of one year no case of sickness occurred in the Seminary requiring the aid 
of a physician. 

The School has been full nearly all the time since it was first opened, and its pupils 
have come from eighteen States of the Union. 

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


Three buildings are occupied for the School and family purposes—the Chapel , the 
East Halls and West Hall, located as represented in the engraving. The Chapel con¬ 
tains Music Hall, with ten pleasant rooms for Piano practice, a spacious Gymnasium , 
six Recitation Rooms, a Laboratory , and Library . The Halls are commodious, and 
sufficiently large to accommodate well the Teachers and ^ome eighty boarding pupils. 
The buildings are heated mostly by Furnaces, and every room well ventilated. The 
public parlors and young ladies' rooms are properly furnished for comfort and con¬ 
venience. Suitable bathing rooms are also provided with hot and cold water. The 
Dining Hall is spacious and pleasant, accommodating well the whole family of pupils 
and Teachers. 

The Seminary grounds are spacious, beautiful and attractive. A never-failing 
fountain supplies both Halls with pure, soft water, and plays in an open basin in front 
of the Chapel. 

PUPILS ARE ADMITTED 

At any time and charged only from the time of entering; but no allowance is made 
for a few days’ occasional absence, either at the opening or close, or during the term. 

It is expected that all who enter will remain at least one Session, except in cases qf sick¬ 
ness or by previous agreement .

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D uring the Course , Exercises in Spelling, Reading and Penmanship, and weekly 
exercises in Composition, are required of all. Vocal and Instrumental Music, Pen¬ 
ciling, Perspective Drawing, Crayoning, Pastel, Oil Painting, optional. It is required, 
however, that candidates for the First Degree give special attention to these branches. 
Also, they are expected to finish, in Latin , Harkness’ Grammar and Reader, Csesar, 
Sallust, four orations of Cicero, and six books of Virgil (^Enead,) or in French , Otto’s

Of the Second Degree will be awarded to the young ladies who have completed satis¬ 
factorily the studies of Junior , Middle and Second Senior Classes; those who have 
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completed the full four years' course prescribed, will be entitled to a Dipiom aof 
First Degree and the Highest Honors of the Institution. Young ladies who hay efo | 
two full years, pursued an elective course of study and passed a satifactory examine 
tion, may receive an appropriate form of Diploma. 




Study and recitation are the means , discipline and refinement the end, in education 
Long and patient application is the only condition of desirable attainments. 

Education is not, as is sometimes supposed, a process of adprning the body and 
storing the mind with information merely, but the cultivation and development of all 
the powers of the body, mind and soul; the attainment of graceful vigor, the habit of 
systematic thought and correct moral action. And these are the results of long con¬ 
tinued effort, toil and struggle. 

“The gem cannot be polished without friction,” 

There is, there can be, no “ royal road to learning.” no labor-saving means of real 
improvement and progress. The way is up the “hill" of science and noicrcertht 
plain, and though its rugged sides have often been trodden, yet they are pathless. 
Every new traveller must make the same effort and practice the same self-denial, as 
though no one had gone before him. 

A course of study that will secure the beneficial results contemplated, must be 
extensire and thorough, and must be pursued under favorable circumstances. 

To be thorough, the course must consume time It is believed that four years, 
including the ornamental branches, is as short a period as can with safety be allotted 
to the school education of young ladies. An attempt to shorten the time, whiles 
suitable amount of study is required, usually results in the loss of health, or a failure 
to make any real progress. A hurried course must be superficial and of little practU 
cal value. 

To secure thoroughness, the solid English branches and the languages must hold 
a prominent place in the course of study. There can be no substitute for these. 
The experience and wisdom of ages have settled the question, if not beyond contro¬ 
versy, beyond reasonable doubt. And there can be no reason for excluding the 
higher mathematics and languages from Seminaries devoted entirely to the education 
of ladies. 

Thoroughness implies also efficient and faithful instruction by Teachers devoted 
exclusively to their own distinct departments, and educated with reference to their 
peculiar sphere of labor. The pupil must have time and ability to prepare well her 
lessons. The mind should be taxed to the extent of its working ability, yet left with 
conscious power to accomplish well the task assigned. 

Ordinarily, three prominent studies are all that can be profitably pursued at the 
same time to be varied according to the circumstances of the student and the length 
of the lessons required. 

Study', to be successful, must not be interrupted except by the regular vacations. 
Absence for a single day in term time , or the loss of a single recitation is an absolute 
injury, both to the pupil and the school. 

# 

But a thorough and extensive course of study must be pursued under favorable cir¬ 
cumstances, if all the desirable benefits are to be realized by young ladies. 
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Protection from foreign arid injurions influences must be secured by wholesome 
laws and regulations, kindly but rigidly enforced. 

Pupils must be brought under the influence of a well regulated school and family, 
and surrounded by a healthful, moral and religious atmosphere. How far we may 
claim to afford such advantages and to secure such results to our pupils, we must 
leave for our patrons to decide. 

The relations of teachers, parents and scholars imply mutual and reciprocal engage¬ 
ments. The Teachers pledge to their pupils thorough instruction, kind and watchful 
care and protection, with every advantage of a well regulated school, intellectual, 
moral and social. The pupils who are willing to do their duty, cheerfully relinquish 
for a time, the pleasures of society and such individual privileges as are inconsistent 
with the great object in view. They acquiesce in wholesome regulations and neces¬ 
sary laws, made for the common good, and exert, their influence in favor of order, 
system and earnest application to study. They neither ask nor expect that the regu¬ 
lations necessary for the good of the school and for their own improvement , should 
beset aside for their temporary gratification. Parents who understand the object to 
be accomplished in the education of their daughters, heartily sustain and strengthen 
the authority and influence of the Teachers, and encourage good government and 
efficient discipline. They do not ask for their daughters privileges that cannot con¬ 
sistently be granted to all.

In the arrangements of the family the Principal aims, as far as possible, to secure 
to the young ladies all the advantages of a well regulated Christian Home . 

The Principal, Teachers and Pupils sit at the same table, worship around the same 
altar and mingle in friendly intercourse during the hours of recess from school 
duties. Special care is exercised, at all times, over the habits and manners of the 
pupils. When sick they have faithful and kind attention. In a word, their true hap¬ 
piness and constant improvement are sought with earnest solicitude. 

jjjoral and |cBgun» ^duration. 

The School is religious but in no sense sectarian. It recognizes alone the funda¬ 
mental doctrines of the Gospel, the common ground of all Christian churches. It 
has nothing to do with dogmatic theology, but aims to stand firmly on the basis of 
sound moral and religious principles. 

In all their intercourse with the members of the School and family, the Teachers 
aim by direct instruction, familiar lectures and personal counsel, to enforce upon the 
conscience and heart, the important doctrines and pure precepts of the Holy Scrip¬ 
tures as the rule of life and the only safe guide to happiness. 

The laws of health and physical development are duly regarded. The young ladies 
are thoroughly drilled in Dr. Lewis' new Gymnastics , and in suitable weather, daily 
exercise in the open air is required of all. It can bo demonstrated that the health 
of the family has increased fifty per cent, since the introduction of Gymnastics into 
the School. 
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A valuable apparatus has been procured which will be Increased from tine to H®, 
as the wants of the School demand. 





The suggestions wc arc about to make are so important to all concerned, that thej 
deserve a separate page, and even as repetitions of thoughts elsewhere expressed !o 
the catalogue, they may not be improper. 

You have not sent your daughters and wards to our Seminary, we trust, expecting 
to find a perfect school, or that we shall find them perfect scholars. That you entras: 
them to our care, is the best possible evidence of your confidence in us, and we pre¬ 
sume you mend to commit them entirely to our direction. Any other arran*emeEt 
Would defeat our object. We shall always have due regard to your known wishes; 
still our position requires us to act independently. And as we must take the respon 
eibilit-y for their progress and improvement, we think you should allow us to control 
their time. We commence each term , positively, at the time advertised, and do not 
close until the last day mentioned. 

Wc respectfully suggest, that you should not indulge your daughters in remaining at 
home/ora week or two, or even a day or two, after the term commences, nor girt then 
permission to return home before the term closes. 

Frequent home visits during the session are equally objectionable. They not only 
divert the attentiou and consume the time of the scholar, but disturb the order and 
regularity of the school. It can bo easily demonstrated that one or two days' absence 
each week, is an absolute loss of, at least, one quarter of the whole benefit of the 
school. If, with these facts in view, you decide to allow your daughters to retain 
home to spend the Sabbath, we beg to suggest that vve are entirely unwilling to have 
them leave until after the Saturday morning exercises, or to excuse them from any 
recitation on Monday. 

We cannot (and we trust parents will believe we cannot) excuse the young ladies 
to make calls or visit in the neighborhood, except with family relatives, and for the 
simple reason that such permissions granted, as they must be to the whole school, 
would be destructive of good order, weaken discipline, derange study ^and bring in a 
train of irregularities that would produce much evil, and only evil. 

Again allow us to say that yonr daughters will come to you with their complaints. 
Lessons will appear too long and difficult, discipline too severe, teachers partial, and 
a thousand little difficulties arise which will find their way into home letters. 

The difficulty is generally forgotten by the pupil before her letter reaches the 
parents. Yet the tenderness of parental feeling, increased by absence, sometimes 
gives undue weight to these complaints. The presumption is, without explanation, 
that we being present and knowing all the circumstances, understand the matter 
better than those absent. And if the difficulty is real, and the complaint just, as they’ 
may be, the true interest of the daughter will be best secured by first consxlting the 
Principal on the subject. 
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We would moke here a special request that you will not call your daughters home 
on account of reported ill-health, until you have first consulted us ori the subject. Young 
ladies do not always judge correctly as to the necessity of such a step. 

We always listen with respectful attention to any suggestions parents may desire 
to make to us. 

Once more, allow us to suggest, be not too Indulgent. Frequent boxes and baskets 
of rich food, sweetmeats, etc., are undoubtedly designed by kind parents as memen¬ 
toes of affection. But. such kindness tends to create suspicions, nourish selfishness 
impart headache, and unfit young ladies for the duties of the school. 

Wc pledge ourselves to furnish all necessary food, in quantity and quality suited to 
the circumstances of the famly, and to grant the young ladies every indulgence con¬ 
sistent with their best good. Ought parents to attempt to do more for them ? 

Please accept our thanks for your liberal patronage, manifest confidence and co¬ 
operation in onr efforts to establish and maintain a school worthy of your patronage.

The Concert will be on Tuesday even¬ 
ing; Prof. Buckham’s Address on Wednesday evening; Rhetorical and Graduating 
Exercises on Thursday evening.

To secure admission and choice of rooms, application must be made early to the 
Principal. 

The applicant should state definitely the age of the pupil, the desired branches of 
study to be pursued, and the probable length of time to be connected with the school. 
Those who first apply will have the rooms first vacated. 

In the outfit, Gymnastic Dress, Overshoes, Umbrella , Napkin Ding, etc., should not 
he forgotten. Extravagance in ornaments, money, etc., not recommended. 

Each young lady is expected to furnish for her own use, one pair of sheets, pillow 
cases , napkins , and towels. 

The carpets and all necessary furniture for rooms, are provided for all. 

The wardrobe should be marked with the full name, and in a durable manner.

The government of the school is firm and decided, yet mild and parental. The 
object to be gained is not only obedience to wholesome laws, but the habit of con¬ 
scientious regard for right and duty. 

Young ladies who persist in a course of rebellion, and any whose influence is 
found to be injurious to the school, will bo promptly removed. 

Those who remain in vacation as boarders, are subject to the regulations of the 
family and directions of the Principal. 

A record of the scholarship and deportment of each pupil is preserved, and will be 
furnished to parents and guardians w'hen required. 


JjiscdktMis. 


To avoid interruptions to study, calls and visits should be made during recreation 
hours, or on Saturday, when convenient. Parents and family friends, may call at any 
time during the week. On the Sabbath, pupils are not expected to receive calls, 
under ordinary circumstances. 

Calls are received in the public parlors, and friends are not to be invited to the 
young ladies’ rooms without permission. 
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Young ladies receive instruction in Painting, Penciling, Music and Modern Lan. 
guages, without being otherwise connected with the Institution, but if they have not 
completed a course of English study, they are expected, for their own benefit, to 
continue the practice of English Composition, under instruction; and they are sub¬ 
ject to the laws and regulations of the School. 

Young ladies should bring their common text books, such as Arithmetic, Geogra¬ 
phy, Grammar and Dictionary, for reference in preparing for general exercise. 

No pupil will be excused before the public examination for any reason except 
absolute sickness. 

It is expected that every young lady, who enters the school as a boarder, will be 
provided with a gymnastic dress. This dress will be procured at the Seminary and 
furnished at cost , when parents desire it. More than this expense is saved, from the 
wear and tear of other dresses. 

Persons engaging rooms in the Seminary will be charged for the whole Ses¬ 
sion, unless by previous agreement, or compelled to leave by sickness, in which case 
the loss is shared with the patron. If the rooms are engaged and held until too late 
to be occupied by others, the holder will be held responsible for the loss sustained. 
An extra charge will be made for more than twelve pieces each week in washing, at 
the rate of fifty cents per dozen. Pupils are allowed to attend church under the direc¬ 
tion of their parents, to suit their denominational preferences. 

Th'e kind of medical practice will always be employed which parents prefer. It is 
expected that all young ladies, who enter the School, will be previously vaccinated. 

Each boarder is expected to bring a list of all her correspondents, approved by 
parents or guardians, at the opening of each term. 

No rooms are rented except on condition that they be occupied by the young ladies 
on the first day of the term. Monday (the day of opening) is allowed for the boarders 
to come to the Seminary ; Tuesday morning the school is classified; at two o'clock 
p. m., on Tuesday, the school meets for permanent organization. We must have our 
pupils present to help organize. All absent from this exercise, unexensed, will be 
marked the same as for a failure in recitation. 

Parents and guardians are cordially invited to visit the Seminary, that they may 
become acquainted with the Teachers, and with the character and operation of the 
School. 

All letters designed for the Seminary should be directed to West Brattleboro,

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Report or Examination, 1867. 

The Examining Committee of the Glenwood Ladies’ Seminary for the present 
year, beg leave to submit their report to the Trustees and friends of this Institution. 

The various exercises connected with the examination extended through the 
greater portion of four days, and were characterized by great thoroughness and 
fairness. Your committee hazard nothing in saying that they have attended a 
genuine examination and no mere examination. As one class after another appeared 
before them, they felt assured that they were not listening to recitations gotten 
up especially for *he occasion, but that they were witnessing the actual results of a 
term of faithful instruction and study. As they made the acquaintance of the 
several teachers, conversed with them on the interests of the school and saw them 
before their classes, they were most agreeably impressed with the fact that the 
Glen wood Seminary had been pcculiaily fortunate in securing the services of superior 
educational talent. Not satisfied with mere routine, with listening to recitations 
from books, the teachers had wisely sought to open before their classes the various 
subjects of study which had engaged their attention. Your committee take great 
pleasure in bearing this testimony to the ability, skill, fidelity and efficiency of the 
present corps of Teachers. Indeed, they would feel that they were remiss'in duty, 
did they neglect to do so. Seldom has it been their privilege to meet a band of 
teachers more devoted to their work. 

The exercises during the examination embraced a great variety of topics, blending 
in due proportion the useful and the ornamental. Classes were examined in English 
Grammar, Arithmetic, Algebra, Trigonometry, History, Botany, Logic, Physiology, 
Latin and French. In Arithmetic there were two classes examined, one in Mental 
and one in Written Arithmetic; in History two, one in General History and one in 
English History; in French two, one in the Grammar and one in the Classical Plays, 
and in Latin three, one in the Grammar and Reader, and one in Sallust and one 
in Virgil. The whole school had also an exercise on su^li topics of general 
information as cannot easily be brought within the ordinary limits of class study, and 
arc yet too important to be omitted in a course of education. 

The different classes exhibited, of course, different degrees of proficiency and 
excellence. The exercises of several of them were marked by such superior merit, 
such readiness and accuracy and indicated such rare attainments and progress, that a 
simple statement of the facts would almost appear extravagant praise. They were 
model examinations. Indeed, nearly all the classes which appeared before the 
examiners showed themselves worthy of high commendation, while not one failed to 
acquit itself with commendable success. But where everything is good, it is 
invidious to discriminate. Wo forbear therefore to speak in detail of individual 
classes, lest in commending the rare success and fidelity of some, we should fail to do 
justice to others. 

But thoroughness and accuracy of knowledge with readiness and fluency in 
recitation, may be regarded as among the general characteristics of the examination. 
True scholarship, clear and exact, seem to be the aim both of teacher and scholar. 

Another gratifying feature of the examination was found in the flict that the pupils 
had learned practically the use of their own language. In answering the various 
questions put to them, and in discussing the various topics assigned them, they 
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knew not only what to say, but how to say it. They could express themselves with 
cose and correctness, and this power added greatly to the interest of the various 
recitations, and imparted a special charm and beauty to all the translations both from 
the Latin and from the French. 

In regard to the Rhetorical exercises by the Graduating Class, we have heard but 
one opinion. All were gratified and delighted. The noble thoughts and refined 
sentiments expressed, the well chosen words in which they were clothed, and the 
appropriate manner in which they were pronounced, all indicated choice natural gifts 
cultivated and refined by education. 

The exorcises in Gymnastics were very bcantiful. The 3'oung ladies in appropriato 
costume performed their parts to the accompaniment of nmsic with great exactness 
and precision, and yet with their own natural animation aud grace. 

The blending of the useful and the ornamental is a happy feature in the arrangement 
of this Institution. The examiners were greatly pleased with the taste and skill 
displayed in the ornamentation of the public halls and in the specimens of music, 
painting, drawing, &c., with which they were favored during the examination. The 
concert given by the school on Wednesday evening, imder the direction of Prof. 
Graves, was worthy of the high commendation which it received. 

In conclusion, we cannot but congratulate the Trustees, Teachers and benefactors 
of this Institution on its increasing prosperity and usefulness. By their efforts and 
sacrifices, they have won for Glen wood an enviable fame. Situated as it is among the 
beautiful hills of West Brattlcboro, amply supplied with school edifices and with 
appointments of every kind, with pleasant grounds and gardens, this Seminary under 
the direction of its accomplished and efficient Principal aud Vice Principal with their 
noble band of Teachers presents unusual attractions as a place of education for 
vonng ladies. We cordially commend it to all who may desire to secure for their 
daughters the choicest educational advantages.

To sum up, the Committee have been satisfied and gratified with the results of the 
year's work in the school, us seen in these examinations. They testify to faithfiil 
labor on the part of both teachers and scholars. It is the conviction of the 
Committee that no school contains a greater proportion of first-class instructors. 
Several experienced teachers from different parts of the country, preseut diuiug 
portions of the examination, have expressed their satisfaction Inthchighoet terms. 
The attention given to the more solid branches is proof that the ornamental is not 
encouraged to such an extent as to overshadow the substantial. To say that 
everything has been perfect would be to rob this Report of nil presumptive claim for 
truthfulness. But. the Committee can affirm that, all things considered, they have 
never witnessed a better examination; and that, taking into account tho beautiftil 
and healthful location, reasonable terms, moral and religions influence, and efficient 
management of the institution, there is none more desirable, and not many that can 
equal it.

We find not far from one hundred young ladies, well accommodated in these 
buildings, and unless appearances deceive, they constitute a happy company; 
dwelling together in the closest intimacy, and endeared to one another, and to their 
Instructors, with an attachment only less than that which binds them to home and 
family. We find the Board of Instruction abundantly large, the Principal apparently 
sparing no pains to supply his pupils with the best tuition which the Female 
Seminaries of New England afford. And the familiar, yet respectful terms, on which 
the pupils are permitted to associate with these numerous Instructors, is a feature 
truly admirable, in happy contrast to the experience of young men generally in our 
Colleges and Academies. The Principal, who has had an experience in the training 
of youth, of twenty-one years, and who is therefore of age in his art, seems still as 
enthusiastic as ever; and though he conducts comparatively few recitations in 
person, one is quite reconciled to this, in observing with what vigilant and personal 
assiduity, he watches over the welfare of those committed to his trust.

Indeed 1 
i.t has been remarked among them, that they never saw a family school of boys and 
girls, (and the same might be said to some extent of any school) in which there was 
not some sham , but they are unanimous in the conclusion, that there is much less here 
than usual, and much less than they had thought possible.

In respect to the examination. For three days we have listened continuously to 
the exercises of classes, conducted by their respective teachers iu such a way as to 
show the real merits of the pupils without fear or favor. Among our general impres¬ 
sions we place first that of the thorough conscientiousness of the Teachers. In 
this system there is no veneering. Substance is of more value than outside show. 
There was no smoothing over or covering up of defects in their pupils. And that 
there were defects showed that the young ladies have not been brought under such 
pressure as destroys their individually and turns them out all in one shape for exhi¬ 
bition. The examinations have been admirably sustained, with the exception of two 
or three classes in branches where perfection is to be attained only by unflinching 
severity of drill, pursued until it becomes a pleasure to the scholar and its fruits a 
credit to the teacher. It is but justice to say that these classes wore composed of 
those who have been but a short time at the school, or had some inherent difficulties 
hindering proper classification of their members. The examination of one class each 
in English Grammar, Natural Philosophy, and Geology, were highly creditable.
